Affirmative Acfion 
Urged on Clinic Prolect

Controversy is Chinese 百 ospi- 
tal's middle name. Embroiled for 
the past ten months in Widely 
publicized court battles,.in which 
halfoftheboard of directors sued 
the other half, the hospital stirred 
up ripples again last Wednesday 
when it announced its acceptance 
of a bid from a non-Chinese firm 
to construct a proposed out- 
patient clinic. 

Hung Ling Jung，president of 
the hospital board of directors， 
announced at a press conference 
last Wednesday that the hospital 
had offered to accept a low base 
bid by the Cahill Construction 
Company to construct the clinic. 
Cahill had underbid two other 
companies on November 8 with a 
base bid of $4,020,000， 

The _ announcement drew the 
disfavor of several community 
groups. Alan S$. Wong，Pprogram 
director of Asian-American SerV- 
ice Assistance for Neighborhoods 
(Asian, Inc.), complained that the 
hospital had not given Chinese 
contractors due consideration in 
the bidding process. He pointed 
out that many non-Chinese con- 
tractors Were “contacted either 
personally or by Correspondence ” 
while the Chinese firms were not 
approached. “The treatment is 
definitely one-sided，he said last 
Week. Wong suggested that the 
hospital board reconsider its de- 
cision to _ accept the bid from 
Cahill, 

BID REJECTED 

One Chinese contractor，Eu- 
gene Tom of Jun 及. Tom Com- 
pany, did attempt to submit a bid 
for the project on November 8. 
However, Tom's bid was rejected 
on a technical ruling that 让 was 
submitted five minutes after the 
designated closing time'of 3 p.mm. 

Tim Jang, hospital board mem- 
ber and chairperson of the hospi-

In order to maintain peace, the 
United States must keep its com- 
mitment with Taiwan and contin- 
use to normalize relations with the 
People's Republic of China，said 
U.S$. Senator Hiram Fong (Rep.， 
Hawaib) earlier this month in an 
interview with the“Honolulu star- 
Bulletin.” 

Senator Fong visited the Peo- 
ple's Republic this year as part of a 
congressional delegation to Teas- 
sure the People's government that 
President Ford would follow 
President Nixon's footsteps in nor- 
malizing telationships， 

Questioned on what he Saw 
there, he replied,“In the People s 
Republic of China we find a nation 
pretty well united with one 
thought 一 that henceforth they will 
be self-reliant atnd wil never be 
humiliated again (by foreign pow- 
efrs).” 

He observed that the people 
have shelter, food, clothing, medi- 
cal care and_ burial 一 “the five 
guarantees: 一 at a bare minimtdm 
as compared to the United States， 
“But compared to their plight PT 
or to the revolution of 1949, they 
have made tremendous advances.” 


AGRICULTURE 

Through his visit to Tachai，an 
outstanding agricultural brigade 
about eight hours from Peking by 
train, Fong noted the intense con- 
centration on agriculture: 

“Here we saw teams working on 
tavines in countryside eroded for 
centurties, building stonewalls and 
nourishing the Iand so tat the 
slopes could be stepfarmed. They 
would use hand picks to level the 
land, then bring in goats for a few 
days to fertilize it， then add com- 
post made from straw and corn 
stalks, animal droppings,，and hu- 
man waste, and let all of this de- 
compose for 4S3 days.

CAMP 
The highlight every year was 
when the boys went to camp.
